New OKLEANs, Sept. 8.—[By the As- 
sociated Press.| At the conclusion of 
the fight last night Corbett and party 
left the Olympic Club in the midst of a 
perfect ovation. They were driven to 
an up-town gymnasium, where dn enthu- 
siastic crowd of clubmen and guests, 


Corbett 
made a modest speech in response to an 
ovation. He said he started his career 
in the Southern Athletic Club when he 
was scarcely known, and now that he 
had risen tothe top of the ladder he 
feels profoundly grateful for the cour- 
tesy and attention showered upon 
him by the club. At the conclusion of 
his speech the new champion 
was surrounded by a crowd who shook 
his hands until they were sore. He 
was then carried to his room, where he 
found telegrams awafting him from all 
parts ofthecountry. Champagne corks 
then began to pop and many healths 
were drunk tothe new luminary. Cor- 
bett himself declined to drink, saying he 
did not want to be like other pugilists. 
Milk was good enough for him, At 1 
o’clock the new champion was permit- 
ted to retire and dream of the honors 
which had been showered on him. 

The Sullivan party remained late at 
club, but the crowd hung atfthe doors till 
Sullivan and his friends came out and 
took a carriage and went to their hotel. 
The sporting fraternity which had not 
been caught with their money on Sulli- 
van generally rejoiced that the deposed 
champion had been whipped. 

SULLIVAN A PITIABLE OBJECT. 

Sullivan was still sleeping at 10:30 
this morning when an Associated Press 
correspondent was admitted to his 
apartment. His face was so swollen 
and the skin was drawn so tightly that 
| it shone when the light fell upon it. 
| His lips were disfigured and distorted, 
giving his face a hideously fantastic ap- 
pearance. His nose, though not broken, 
was cut on both sides from the bridge to. 
the base. The man of extreme co fi- 
dence yesterday was completely beaten 
down. Johnson and Wakeley, Sullivan's 
backers, have not yet determined what 
their course will be. 

Corbett will join a traveling troupe 
with which he has been exhibiting him- 
self here and will at tonight’s perform- 
ance be handed the Olympic Club’s 
check for $45,000. A benefit for Sul- 
livan is being projected to taxe place 
in New York. 

Between 11 and 12 o’clock Sullivan 
was roused and taken to the Gymnastic 
Club, where he was given a Turkish 
bath and rubbing. 

WAKES UP FAMOUS, 

Corbett awoke feeling refreshed and 
in fine condition. He ate a splendid 
breakfast. His trainers wanted him to 
drink something, but he did not want 
to do so and said he intended to con- 
tinue abstemious. His rest last 
night was very’ refreshing and 
he woke this morning as fresh as a 
lark. In company with big Billy De- 
laney he walked over to the Southern 
Athletic Club, and was overwhelmed 
with congratulations from his friends. 
He finally broke away from them, and 
sat down to write a letter to his par- 
ents, giving an account of the great 
battle. To others he said he was not 
surprised at the result, because he knew 
when he went into the ring the big fel- 
low was not his equal in skill or endur- 
ance. He was ready, however, to ac- 
cord Sullivan due credit for his fair 
contest and manly bearing. Sullivan, 
he said, was a wonderful hitter, and 
every inch a fighter, but what he lacked 
was ability to use his hands and avoid 
a clever man. 

The exodus of the talent from the 
town has begun; that is, of those who 
are solvent. The fact that there are 
not more financially reduced is due to 
the absence of Corbett money before 
the fight. 

CORBETT’S GENEROSITY. 

Champion Jim Corbett will bid adieu 
to his New Orleans friends tomorrow 
afternoon. The Corbett people have en- 
gaged a special train on the Piedmont 
air line, leaving here Saturday morn- 
ing at 4 qa’clock. The young pugilist 
will receive a rousing send-off notwith- 
standing the 


early hour. Cor- 
bett showed generosity in a re- 
markable manner. last night, when 


he sent word to Sullivan that he 
would not only spar four rounds with 
him at the berfefit to be held at Madison 
Square Garden, September 27, “but 
would pay L000 for a box for the per- 
formance.

MWWHIRTER’S DEATH. 


Efforts Now Made to Establish a 
Suicide Theory. 


Sensational Episodes Daring the Hearing 
Eefore the Coroner—The Widow's 
Representat?tve and District 
Attorney Disagree.

Fresno, Sept. 8.—[By the Associated 
Press.| The McWhirter inquest has 
been the absorbing topic here today. 
The courtroom .was crowded all the 
afternoon, and at times it looked as 
though developments were at hand, 
but they always failed to materialize. 
James Budd of Stockton, is in attend- 
ance. He watches the . proceedings 
ciosely, and eé@xamines everything 
brought forward, but it is not known 
whose interests he is looking after. 

Crittenden Thornton of San Fran- 
cisco is representing Mrs. McWhirter. 
He watcued closely ali that took place, 
but said very little until late this after- 
noon, when he suddenly took up the 
fight against what he termed the effort 
on the part of the county officials and 
especially Deputy District Attorney 
H. H. Welsh, to’ prove that McWhirter 
committed suicide. A warm exchange 
of words took place between Thornton 
and Welsh during the examination of 
A. Warnekroos, a gunsmith Warne- 
kroos had repeatedly stated that the 
pistol with which McWhirter was shot 
had not been bought at his store, but 
Weish continued to press him. 

Thornton, turning to Welsh, said: 
‘If it is your purpose to prove that both 
pistols found on the ground belonged to 
McWhirter put me on the stand, I can 
tell you something you don’t know. If 
this is what you are driving at we can 
assist you.”’ 

Welsh replied angrily: ‘“‘We want 
alithe light we canget. If you know 
anything we want it, and we will put 
you ofthe stand.’ 

Thornton replied: ‘‘You shall have 
light to your heart’s content, or per- 
haps your heart’s discontent, before 
this affair is finished. We willtell you 
that McWhirter had two pistols, but 
that the one dropped by the assassin 
was not one of them.”’ 

H. C. Tupper, who is assisting Welsh, 
said: ‘‘This isan insinuation against 
our.integrity and we not allow it.’’ 

Thornton sesponded that he could not 
control the inquest, and Welsh said, an- 
grily, ‘‘Nobody is trying to control it. 
We want the truth.’ 

The excitement in the _ court- 
room ran high for a while there 
fs ~much . public commen here 
upon the apparent effort to ¢stablish 
the suicide theory, and it is the general 
impression that the facts so far elicited 
at the inquest donottendto establish 
that theory. The-principal testimony 
produced was that of several persons 
who heard shooting atthe time Mc- 
Whirter was killed. They stated that 
they heard six or seven shots fired and 
they ran to McWhirter’s yard where 
they found McWhirter’s body with a 
pistol lying beside it. They testified to 
seeing boxes under the window by 
standing upon which a person could 
see into the room. and they also told of 
tracks on the ground leading away from 
the scene.of the shooting.

New Youk, Sept. &8.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press,]| The Normarnia and 
Rugia have hoisted yellow flags again, 
and the same signal is fiving on Hoff- 
man Island, indicating the discovery of 
additional cholera cases this morning. 
Up to vesterday evening there had been 
thirtv-one cases of sickness from the 
disease and eight deaths at this port. 

The new cases on the Normannia are 
Franz Albrecht, Adolph Meier, Gott- 
lieb Damishon, Gustav Nouman, D. 
Daudile and Carl Grumich, all among the 
crew. On the Rugia the new cases are 
Gustav Wellschopper, Johan Pooratski 
Felona Kuneschin. Eight persons who 
were exposed to patients of the same 
families were removed to Swinburne 
Island and isolated for observation. 
There is but one new case on Hoffman 
Island, Carl Blunnig, a stecrage passen- 
ger. He was removed to Swinburne 
Island. Heisone of the Normannia's 
passengers. Swinburne Island deaths 
aré: Elfrida Schultz, Henry Frankel 
and Jacob Kessler. Christine Hansen, 
the nurse, is better. 

Dr. Jenkins states that Sandy Hook 
will be used for placing emigrants on 
shore. He thought the old unused 
sheds of the Central Railroad of New 
Jersey would be used, which would ac- 
commodate 500 and the same number 
of tents could be used. Dr. Jenkins 
said he expected the steamer Stoning- 
ton down tomorrow evening or early 
onthe day after, when cabin passen- 
gers would be removed to her.

The cholera on board the Moravia 
has been to all appearances stamped 
out.

Chauncey M. Depew, his secretary and 
the wife and daughter of Secretary 
ester, were taken off the City of New 
York on the cutter Grant, and will fol- 
low up. 

The steamer Elbe left quarantine at 
3 o'clock this afternoon. The Belgian 
steamer Waesland, Capt. Grant, from 
Aniwerp, which has been among the 
quarantined fleet in the upper bay, was 
released. this evening by order of the 
health authorities, and proceeded to her 
dock. 

It is reported at the Maritime Ex- 
change that cholera has dppeared in 
Mexico. A cablegram from Vera Cruz 
has been received stating that four 
officers and two sailors of the British

The sanitary superintendent, Dr. Cy- 
rus Edson, received the following cable- 
gram trom Hamburg from Dr. Seibert, 
who is studying cholera there: 

The Hamburg method of handling 
cholera is defective. The situation is ex- 
aggerated. The disease is on the decrease. 

Berlin steams all articles from Hamburg 
for one‘hour. The highest opinion is that 
all countries in northern Europe are in- 
fected, and new outbreaks are expected. 


The new law will stop all Russian emigra- | 


- Months will be 
insufficient to stamp out the disease even 
under the most eMcient methods. The best 
thing for you in Americais tosteam emi- 
grant baggage and other articles for at 
least an hour.

Today he had thought he had every- 
thing arranged, bat that gentleman 
this evening showed a correspondent of 
‘the Associated Press a telegram from 
Austin Corbin, stating that the War 
Department refused the use of Sandy 
{look Point for cabin passengers and 
this blocked their plans to erect bar- 
racks there. 

Dr. Jenkins said he had asked Gey. 
Flower to annex Fire Island, which was 
private property, and let him put the 
cabin passengers ashore at once, and he 
thought it might be possible to do so 
and have an appraisement of its value 
made later. The Governor has advised 
bim to rent or purchase a_ vessel and 
put the cabin passengers on her, if ne- 
cessary, and he thought things could be 
straightened out. 

As regards the situation at lower 
quarantine, things-are né@ better than 
on the previous day; in fact, they 
are much worse in regard to mortality, 
eleven fresh cases and four deaths be- 
ing the day's record. On the Norman- 
nia six new cases were found andon the 
Rugia three cases, all members of the 
créw orsteerage. They were removed 
to Swinburne Island. At Hoffman's 
Island one of the Normannia’s steerage 
passengers had developed cholera and 
he was removed on a tug to Swin- 
burne Island. There it was found four 
deaths had occurred since last night. 
Secretary Foster tonight selected a 
new location for the quarantine camp 
about a mile and a half from Hook's 
End. He wired full details of the situa- 
tion to the Secretary of War, and ex- 
pects a reply tomorrow. : 
New Haven (Ct.,) Sept. 8.—Samuel 
Ayer York, Jr., son of ex-Mayor York 
of this city, writing to his father from 
the cholera infected ship Normaania, 
complains bitterly of the manner in 
which passengers are treated by the 
quarantine and ship’s officers. Thesick 
and dead, Mr. York says, are left 
aboard from thirteen to thirty-six 
hours. The boat itself he asserts, is in 
a filthy condition and the officers are 
either unwilling or unable to take care 
of the vessel. Bitter complaint is gen- 
eral, he says, of the food furnished the 
detained cabin passengers. 

George A. Butler, president of the 
Tradetman’s Bank of this city, writing 
to a friend, makes a similar statement. 
He says the situation is becoming des- 
perate and he denounces the injustice 
of keeping the passengers aboard the 
ship and not giving thém proper care 
and food. 


Canada Waking Up to Danger. 
Toronto (Ont.,) Sept. 8.—It is be- 
lieved a case of cholera has been found 
aboard the steamer Wandralin from 
Hamburg, which passed Farther Point 
yesterday. The Quebec government 
hastily issued a proclamation forbidding 
immigration and making regulations 
for the inspection of vessels last night.

THE SCOURGE IN EUROPE. 


Appalling Accounts of the Cholera Sitaa- 
tion in Hamburg. 

Viennxa, Sept. 8.—[By Cable and As- 
sociated Press.| In an interview today 
Dr. Wortmann, who has just returned 
from a visit to Hamburg, said: ‘‘Only 
doctors are able to bear the heart- 
rendering and sickening scenes in the 
hospitals of Hamburg. The epidemic 
has reached such a  pitcn’ that 
there is no time for preventive 
measures. Every moment is occupied 
vin attending to the sick and 
dead. Identification, even, is out 
of the question. Very few names 
are given, and hundreds are piled in 
nameless graves. Relatives can only 
guess the fate of their stricken friends. 
The common misery seems to have 
hardened the people. Nobody accom- 
panying the dead is ever seen ‘crying. 
There is little doubt that many healthy 
persons, especially children, are taken 
to the hospitals on suspicion and there 
have been infected. There is no law 
providing for the forcible removal of 
sick persons from houses, therefore I 
believe the epidemic will continue 
sporadically through the winter, to re- 
appear with vigor in the spring.’’ 

Sept. 28.—Cholera reports 
for yesterday showed that there were 
655 mew cases, a decrease of 47 as 
compared with the figures of Tuesday. 
The deaths were 35, a decrease of 18 
compared with Tuesday. 

Berit, Sept. 8.—Prof. Virchew, as a 
result of his investigation of cholera in 
Russia, declares that the measures for 
treating cholera patients there and of 
preventing the spread of the disease 
are excellent—better in this respect 
thanin Germany. The professor does 
not think infection in Germany from 
the western part of Russia is probable. 
lie further says that owing to inade- 
quate knowledge of the bacillus it is 
hard to tell whether cholera will reach 
| here in the spring. He holds that the 
|disease germ is not killed by cold 


weather.

Exhibits Rapidly Arriving, But Not 
Yet A Place. 


General Review of the Historical 
Seetion’s Exhibition. 


One of the Most Attractive and Interest- 
ing Features of the Fair—Numerous 
and Valuable Contributions from 
Southern California. 


Spectal Correspondence of The Times. 

SacraMENTO, Sept. 6.—The capital 
city is ready to entertain her guests 
who, for two weeks to come, will be 
gathering from all parts of tue State 
to witness the annual exhibit of prod- 
ucts from the fifty-three counties of 
California. The weather is several de- 
grees warmer than in Los Angeles, but 
the nights and mornings are comforta- 
bly cool. 

The first and second days of the State 
fair have passed without any real open- 
ing. The exhibits are not yet all in 


as large as Hazard’s, presents a scene 
of more of less confusion. 

There is as yet practically no attend- 
ance either day or evening. More than 
all else affecting the matter of attend- 
ance is the fact that things at the race 
track have not yet warmed up. Thus 
there are no large crowds in the. city 
and consequently a small attendance at 
both the pavilion and the races is the 
result. 

Everything is progressing well, how- 
ever, at the pavilion and itis expected 
that the fair will open in earnest on 
Thursday night, when there will be an 
exhibit of exceeding interest, rendered 
particularly attractive by unique | dis- 
plays in the historical section. These 
are rich, varied and curious, coming 
mostly from Los Angeles and Santa 
Barbara counties and other parts of 
Southern California. The contribu- 
tions have not all arrived as yet, but the 
workers are on the ground and are rap- 
idly putting the ancient treasures into 
place. Here yousee Tom Rowan, the 
urbane; Prof. Guinn, of grand jury 
famé; Don Antonio Coronel, wife and her 
sister; Miss Franc McCreery, of Ra- 
mona Parlor, Native Daughters, of Los 
Angeles; Father O’Keefe, of Santa Bar- 
bara Mission; Father Ubach of San 
Diego, Father Adam of Los Angeles, 
and that tireless and enthusiastic 
worker, Sefior Don Carlos de la Guerra 
of Santa Barbara, who has been toiling 
like a Trojan for more than a month on 
the collection of historic objects which 
make up thistruly remarkable exhibit. 
Behind, and supporting all of these 
workers, is that human steam engine, 
David Lubin, who, asthe head of the 
Historical Committee, overlooks, super- 
vises, directs and pushes everything 
and seems to be here, there and every- 
where at once, twenty-fours of the day 
and seven davs in a week. 

As the contributions from Los Ange- 
les and Santa Barbara have not all ar- 
rived I will not untertake to describe 
the exhibit in detail in this letter. 
Enough is already if’ place, however, to 
show that the exhibit will be one of ex- 


studied and adequately de- 
scribed, it will add vastly to the historic 
knowledge of Californians. 
WELLS, FARGO & CO.’S EXHIBIT. 

The first exhibit in place complete 
Was that of Wells, Fargo & Co., anda 
most interesting and instructive one it 
is. It is in charge of Capt. O. Bradford, 
a veteran in the company’s service, 
who beside being a handsome and cour- 
teous gentleman, is a walking encyclo- 
pedia of information about the pioneer 
transportation and express company of 
the Golden West. The dates 1852 and 
1892 over the company’s name and op- 
posite each other indicate the number 
of years it has been operating here. 

The first object which strikes the eye 
is an old-time stage coach, known.as a 
mud wagon, and familiar to all overland 
travelers of the ante-railroad day. 
Then there are the various treasure 
boxes used at different periods by the 
company. The one first used was a 
small iron-bound box about 30x18 
inches. Thirty of these were sufficient 
to carry on the busiuess in those days. 
Right beside this is an immense trunk 
5 feet long, 2 feet by 6 feet square, 
also iron bound. Eighteen hundred of 
these are required to handle. the busi- 
ness now. Several of these treasure 
boxes had been blown open by stage- 
robbers, and the different methods em- 
ployed by artists in that line. were ex- 
plained by Capt. Bradford. He said 
that the company had frequently been 
able to trace a robber by the marks 
which he left in-opening a box, some 
using an ax and some a plain, every- 
day rock. One of the boxes shown was 
that opened by the Ruggles biothers, 
who were hung at Redding a short time 
ago. They got away with $1700, a 
part of which was afterward recovered 
by the company. One of the most curi- 
ous things shown was a big canvas bag, 
used by the brave messenger Reberts, of 
Lous Angeles one side of whiéh was en- 
tirely blown out by dynamite in the 
hands of the Collis train-robbers— 
Messrs. Evans and Sontag, Who are now 
Aesticating in the mountains back of 
Visalia. 

A souvenir of the’ notorious Black 
Bart is shown in the shape ofa large 
oilcleth hand satchel, which was re- 
covered from that interesting artist 
when he was captured. Inside the 
satchel is a good supply of the robber’s 
subsistence in the shape of cans of choice 
corned beef, currant jelly, lunch ham 
and a bottle of mixed pickles, best 
brand; also a solitary cuff, the-mate to 
which was the little joker which led to 
the robber’s capture. He hed lost one 
of his cuffs which was found and fell 
into the hands of Wells-Fargo detec- 
tives, who, using it as a clew, went 
from Chinese wash-house to wash- 
house throughout the State until they 
struck the establishment in San Fran- 
cisto where Mr. Bart was inthe habit 
of having his immaculate linen puri- 
fied. The boss .Chinaman, recognizing 
the mark, informed the detectives that 
he wasted ‘‘allee samee’’ for Melican 
mam The detectives then had nothing 
to do but to lay low and play a waiting 
game for the arrival of the bandit him- 
,self at the wash-house with another 
_ package of his soiled linen, when they 
nabbed him. 
 Oneofthe letter bags used on the 
pony express before the coming of the 
overland railroad is here seen. Each 
rider had for his task the covering of 
sixty milesa day, when he was met at 
the appointed station by his relay and 
the pouch was changed to a fresh horse 
way

Capt. Bradford 
answered a query which has doubtlese 
occurred to a great many, namely, why 
metal boxés are not used for transport- 
ing the treasure. Should this be done 
the robbers would use dynamite, thus 
endangering the livés of passengers, 
messenger and driver, as the habit of 
the skillful stage-robber is not to pack 
the box off into the deptns of an impen- 
etrable jungle before breaking it open, 
but to do it alongside of the stage while 
the driver is covered by a large, double- 
barrelled shotgun in the hands of an 
able assistant robber, the frightened 
passengers themselves requiring no at- 


4 tention. 


The walls are hung with pictures of 
the organizers of the company, the 
presidents, some of the superintendents, 
scenes on the road, the orignals of many 
agents’ appointments or commissions, 
copies of various hand-bills offering re- 
wards for the capture of stage-robbers 
and other documents and papers per- 
taining tothe business of the company 
in its long, prominent and remantic 
career. Portraits of Henry Wells and 
William G. Fargo, of John J. Valen- 
tine. the present president; Lloyd 
Tevis, the various directors! includ- 
ing Leland Stanford, Mark Hopkins and 
others, are also shown 

Among the documents is the original 
of a notice warning the public against 
purchasing checks and drafts on which 
payment had been stopped on account 
of the express trunk taken from the 
stage in 1861. Among the names is 
that of Capt. (subsequently Major-Gen- 
eral) W. S. Hancock. The appointment 
of G. W. Dent, brother-in-law of Gen. 
Grant, as agent at Knight's Ferry in 
1855, is another interesting document 
shown in the original. Another is the 
appointment of John Bidwell, Presi- 
dential candidate on the temperance 
ticket, as agent at Chico. 

Among the portraits is that of Edwin 
F. Smith, the secretary of the State 
fair, taken in 1869 when he was a let- 
ter boy in the service of Wells, Fargo. 
A lithograph ofan old stage of 1849, 
with Hank Monk, the famous stage 
driver and hero of Horace Greeley’s fa- 
mous stage ride over-the Sierra, hold- 
ing the ribbons, is an interesting fea- 
ture of the portrait display. 

The remarkable growth of this famous 
transportation company is shown by 
two framed papers hanging on the wall. 
One is a list of the company’s agents in 
the year 1857, embracing less than 
eighty names. The other is a list of 
the agents in 1892, embracing 4000 
names, and this is 400 short of the total 
number. Another illustration of this 
remarkable growth is found in a picture 
of the interior of the express cashier 
and bookkeepers’ department of the 
San Francisco office, taken in 1853, 
when the whole number of employés 
was three. Today the same office con- 
tains 350 employés. Ajcard is shown, 
of which the following is a copy: °

steps of trust and training by which he 
reached the topmost round of promotion:

One of the Most Interesting Features of 
the Fair. 

SacRAMENTO, Sept. 7.—[Special cor- 
respondence of Tug Ttmes.]' The gen- 
eral features of the historical exhibit 
are so well and concisely presented by 
the Sacramento Record-Union this 
morning that I send its report to Taz 
TimEs and will devote my letters largely 
to the details of the Southern Califor- 
nia exhibit: 

A REMARKABLE EXHIBITION. 
That the historical section's exhibition is 
a success, and one far in excess of anticipa- 
tion, is not only conceded on all sides, but 
it is the subject of unanimous expression of 
praise. 
Beginning at the upper end of the hall is 
seen first the allegorical exhibit of the Fed- 
erated Trades, the most conspicuous, 
graceful and strikingly handsome constr uc- 
tion in the Pavilion, standing massive, 
lofty and as it does. 

On the right is an exhibit of old and new 
arms, from musket to Gatling gun, and 
from cartouche box to latest pattern of tent, 
with battle flags, army relics, souvenirs 
of the war, plates of portions of uniforms, 
commissions, documents and historic man- 
uscript, portraits, etc. Itis afine exhibit, 
occupies a full case, twenty feet of wall 
space and sixty feet of floor space. It has 
been made by direction of Adjt.-Gen. Allen 


fornia. 

Next onthe right comesthe educational 
department, which has been setup under 
direction of H. W. V. Raymond by request 
of State Superintendent Anderson. It isa 
very fine display and dates from the first 
school in California to the last schoolbook 
printed by the State, and the last illustra- 
tion drawn onthe block forthe engraver. 
It embraces, also, much historic data, sta- 
tistical information, educational relics, etc., 
related to State history. 

Next on the right is the exhibit of Sacra- 
mento city in two cases and wall space. It 
relates wholly to early municipal history 
and records, Sutter's Fort, gold discovery, 
historic incidents of the city’s growth, rel- 
tes of the pioneer era, of Marshal], Sutter 


upon State history. _ 

Next comes the Coloma collection of E. 
W. Smith, State Guardian of the Marshall 
Monumert. It relates wholly to the era of 
gold discovery, and is rich in old relics of 
Marshall and the famous incident in State 
history of which he was the center and 
chief actor. 

At the end of the hall isa very large col- 
lection of Wells, Fargo & Co,, dating from 


envelopes, stamps, express boxes, a historic 
old plains.stage. portraits in great num- 
ber, qudint MSS., statistics, posters, tables 
and a mass of most interesting matter, oc 
cupying one-foucth of the rear wall and 
twenty feet front. 

Going back up the aisle is first encoun- 
tered the exhibit of San Francisco, cover- 
ing forty feet of wall space and filling two 
cases. Itis wholly of portraits and pict- 
ures and historic manuscript, archive valu- 
ables and a host of documents of deepest 
interest to those who love to look back into 
the past and compare it with the present, 
It is a very handsome exhibit, and in docu. 
mentary interest is worth a day's study to 
read the manuscript by titles only. 

Then comes the exhibit made, for the 
United States Army by Gen. Ruger, com- 
manding the Department of California. It 
consists of rare, old flags, battle-torn and 
time-worn, guidons and a complete line of 
large portraits of all division and depart.

It embraces aboriginal -remains and the 
works, documents of rare value, dresses of 
curious interest, vestments rich in pure 
gold embroidery, and a thousand curt- 
ous and attractive articles, all standing for 
something or illustrating something re- 
lated to the history of the people of the 
State from the earliest period to the pres. 
enttime. The arms, great and sinall. of 
this exhtbit are placed upon a central 
platform, as also are larger articles too 
heavy and bulky for the cases. 

At the end of the hall is a case filled by 
objects contributed by the California Mu- 
seum Association, nearly all related to 
State History, and on the wall beyond is 
more of exhibits of the era of the gold 
discovery of Sacramento, of Sutter's fort, 
etc. Turning back and going east one 
passes the cases of the Santa Clara exhibit, 
which stands next to that of Los Angeles 
as the largest. It fills three cases and oc- 
cuples wall space in two places. It covers 
the pioneer and the missionary era, munic- 
ipal data, State relics, old arms, costumes, 
utensils, books, MSS., vestments, portraiture, 
modern advanced education from the pri- 
mary school to the Stanford University and 
Santa Clara College, mission and county 
archives, rare 6ld relics in books of records, 
documents of a most priceless value by rea- 
son of their relation to California history, 
and a host of exbibits relating to domestic- 
ity. Over this exhibit Mrs. Walters pre- 
sides. 

Next comes a part of the Santa Cruz ex. 
hibit, that of religion. Oppositt that is the 
Santa Cruz case of pioncer and missionary 
examples, and a collection of manuscripts, 
articles of domestic and official and relig- 
ious.use. Itis avery interesting showing. 


and is presided over by a committee from | 


Santa Cruz Parlor, N.D.G.W 

Monterey’s exhibit is last in the south 
aisle going east. It fills one case, twenty 
feet of wall space, twenty feet of floor op- 
posite and considerable intermediate 
ground. Its case and wails are filled with 
exhibits of the missionary era, pioneer era 
and of the era of American occupation. It 
is one of the ae oe striking features of 
the fair, with its cannons, arms, war tro- 
phies, records, vestments, mission relics, 
and a large quantity of exhibits relating 
to the conquest of California, the first capt- 
tal, the framing of tae Constitution, and 
also to the landing of Junipero Serra, the 
building of the missions, the splendid prod- 
igality of early Mexican life, shown in 
robes worth $500 and $600 and broidered 
in solid gold. It shows, also, the table on 
which the Oonstitution was signed, the 


-same table having served Napoleon on 


shipboard on his return from Elba; here, 
too, are bones of the ship in which he 
sailed and whicn was afterward wrecked in 
Monterey Bay; relics of the first custom 
house, and so on the generalization might 
continue atlength. The. exhibit is under 
charge of aMonterey committee, of which 
Father Casonova of Carmel Mission is a 
member. 

On the left of the central aisle is the 60- 
foot case exhibit of Santa Barbara and the 
60-foot wall space occupied by that place 
also. It relates almost wholly to the: mis- 
sionary era, with some fine exhibits of 
early political history and a splendid col- 
lection in the way of art, and a still finer 
one in aboriginal work and in priestly 
vestments of great age and richness and 
splendid state of preservation. Time and 
space at present forbid justice to evena 
gene-salization of the exhibit, which is a re- 
markably attractive one. The Santa Bar- 
bara Committee is headed by Carlos de 
la Guerra and Father O'Keefe. 

On the west wall, south of the door, is 
the San Francisco postal exhibit, and east 
of it Taber's historic photograpiiic exhibit; 
next the beautiful exhibit of the Lick Ob- 
servatory and then the newspaper section, 
the Woman's Christian Temperance Union 
and the exhibit by the State Analyst, Prof. 
Rising. 

Above all on the gallery rail is the State 
exhibit, to be hereafter more extensively 
referred to. Below it is the beautiful ban- 
ner exhibit of thirty feetin silk and bull- 
ion and gold-letter statistics of the San 
Francisco Produce Exchange. 


Beyond all these is the showing of the | 


San Francisco Chamber of Commerce on 
a great scenic sheet. And then comes the 
120x100 foot annex in which the raflroad 
era is illustrated by the Southern Pacific 
Company, further reference to which must 
be deferred until] tomorrow. 

In this. rapid review nc mention has been 
made of at least fifty lesser exhibits, such as 
the Knigbts of Pythias, Mexican War Vet- 
erans, coin collectors, merchant marine, 
etc., or the massive exhibitof the Union 
Iron Works in the form of a modei of 
armor-plate fora battle sbip, the model 
weighing half a ton and being so large that 
it has to be left in the mining annex. So, 
too, we have omitted the Los Gatos, the 
theatrical, the printing, and the Ford 
exhibit of Mission pictures, as, also, the 
Stanford University exhibit and that of 
the Medical Department of the State 
University.

There 
was considerable kicking on the part of 
the reformers, but they could do nothing 
but wait and watch “their chance to get 
even. 

Never before in the history of Los An- 
geles were $0 many patriotic speeches 
made in so shortaspace of time. From 
the moment Maj.

There wasa scramble for recog- 
nition at the hands of the Chair and as 
soon as one ‘‘old vet’’ took his seata 
dozen others were on their feet elamor- 
ing fora hearing. For more than an 
hour and a half the battles of the rebel- 
lion were being fought over again and 
all had a good word to say for Maj. Don- 
nell who served Wis country so nobly 
during those dark days. 

Notwithstanding ail this the country 
and the Seventh and Eighth Wards 
stood solid for Mr. McLachlan, and he 
was chosen bya clear majority on the 
first ballot. 

There was no excitemenj during the 


} morning session until the tellers began 


to count the vote for District Attorney. 
Notwithstanding the fact that the Chair 
had warned all delegates that they 
would not be allowed. on the stage at 
such a time, there was a rush made for 
the teller’s table, and it took the com- 
bined efforts of the Chair and several 
sergeants-at-arms to ha the anxious 
ones back: ;

The Chair experienced considerable 
trouble in holding the rising young ora- 
tors down when it came to seconding 
| their favorites, but he did so, and work 
progressed much more rapidly than at 
any time during thé convention. 

There was quite a lively little fight 
when the voting for Treasurer began, 
and the old soldier claims were again 
pressed for all that was out. 

It was expected that there would bea 
number of ballots taken: om the choice 
of a candidate for Coroner, as several 
big favorites were. presented to the 
convention, but the matter was settled 
in the second ballot and Dr. Cates of 
Santa Monica wonthe day. This was a 
little singular, when it is remembered 
that the delegation from his own town 
was solid against him and did not hesi- 
tate while seconding speeches were be- 
ing made to take the floor and declare 
that not only the delegation was against 
him, but that a majority of the Repub- 
licans of Santa Monita are’ opposed to 
the gentleman. After the result was 
announced the delegation showed their 
displeasure by leaving the hall for din- 
ner, but they were présent at the night 
session and were in a much better 
humor with themselves and the world 
at large.

John Cross and Walter §S. Moore was 
so lively that several of the friends of 
the champions were on the point of 
coming to blows several times. 

Candidates for the smaller offices 
were as thick as fleas at a well-worn 
watering place at the close of the sea- 
son, and they made things very lively 
for the tired delegates, who were more 
anxious to get through with their 
labors than at any time since the Con- 
vention convened.

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DEEP-SEA HARBOR. 


Important Meeting at the Cham- 
of Commerce. 


Slalm¥ of the Various Ports Pre- 
_ sented Before the Engineers. 


Advantages of Santa Monican. San 
Pedro and Redondo Set Forth. 


“Advocates of the Several Points Given a 
Fall Hearing, and Allowed to Bring 
Out all the Facts in Their 
Possession, 


A large representative body of South- 
ern California’s citizens assembled in 
the Chamber of Commerce rooms yes- 
terday morning to greet the United 
States engineers who are here to deter- 
mise the advantages which any one 
pert ir Santa Monica or San Pedro bays 
possesses over the others to entitle it to 
the proposed building of a breakwater 
ind the establishment of a deep-sea 
harbor. 

President Wells, of the Chamber of 
Commerce, called the meeting to order, 
and-stated that the gathering was called 
at the request of the Board of Engi- 
neers, who were then present, for the 
purpose of receiving information, prac- 
tical experiences and general data in 
tegard to each locality proposedto re- 
¢eive harbor appropriations. Mr. Wells 
mid that the chamber was not throwing 
gs influence in any one direction, but 
vas simply interested to aid in securing 
for Southern California a harbor which 
yould accommodate the commerce 
vhich the future years would demand, 
acd, atthe request of Col. Craighill, 
wad the act governing the scope to be 
covered by the engineers, which was as 
tbllows: ‘ 

The Secretary of War is hereby author- 
ted and directed to appoint a board of five 
@gineer officers of the United States army, 
Whose duty it stall be to make a careful 
and critical examination for a proposed 
ckep-water harbor at San Pedro or Santa 
Nonica bays, and to report as to which is 
the most eligible location for such harbor, 
i) depth, width and capacity to accommo- 

te the largest ocean-going vessels, and 
¢ commercial and naval necessities of the 
untry, together with an estimate of the 
ost. Said board of engineers shall report 
tae result of its investigation to the Secre- 
tary of War on or before the Ist day of 

November, 1892, and $10,000, or so much 

thereof as may be necessary, is hereby ap- 

propriated for said purpose. 

_ Col. Craighill said that it would be 
oticed that in the terms of the law 
here were two points of view to cover, 
ne engineering, the other com:nercial. 
e said it was the purpose to first take 

tp the commercial point, and that the 

discussion and evidence offered should 

be, first, as to the general need of a 

harbor of refuge at either of the pro- 

posed ‘localities, and then the particu- 
lar places would be taken up in the 
order of age, San Prdro first, Santa 

Monica second and Redondo last, and 

that the supporters of these three 
would have an opportunity to twice 
present their claims. 

THE NEED OF A HARBOR. 

On the general need of a harbor Dr. 
J.P, Widney opened the subject and 
presetted the matter in that forcible 
manner. which his experience and famil- 
iarity with the southern coast enables 
him well todo. The doctor said that at 
presen} vessels had no protection from 
_the  hpavy southeasterly gales that 

sweep with terrific force over the ocean 
at intérvals during the rainy season. 

He ‘said that there had been times 
when vessels had ~neges anchor and 
gone ashore in San Pedro Bay during 
the prevalence of such a gale, and that 
consideration alone, if nothing else, 
would justify the expenditure of a large 
amount hy the Government in the per- 
fection of a safe harbor. That the 

commerce of the future must be taken 
into consideration, as well as that of 
the present, for it was evident with the 

completion of the- Nicaragua Canal the 
shipping would be increased to such 

proportions as to render it utterly im- 

possible to afford protection and accom- 

modation tothe large ocean steamers, 
with the meager harbor facilities now 
possessed. 

Hon. J. De Barth Shorb followed in 
the sanie vein, giving his personal ex- 
periences in the matter of freight rates. 
and picturing the advantages to be de- 
rived by building a harbor of sufficient 
_ depth to secure the stoppage of the 

large steamers of freight lines. 

‘Mr. Shorb said that both Senator 
Stanford and C. P. Huntington had 
often verbally recognized the necessity 
for.a Southern California harbor, anu 
had expressed themselves emphatically 
in that direction. 


Mr. Wells remarked that the Govern. .

report from the Town Trustees of Santa 
Monica as an opening wedge in the pres- 
entation of othe interests of that place. 
The document was lengthy and covered 
about the same points as the one sub- 
mitted to the former board of engineers 
by the Santa Monicans. 
, Capt. Scott, who had often anchored 
at Santa Monica in the days of the old 
wharf, said that. he had always enjoyed 
perfect safety at the wharf and when 
he was enabled to discharge freight at 
Santa Monica during a south easter he 
could not enter San Pedro Harbor 
under the same. circumstances.

The engineers examined closely the 
documents offered for their considera- 
tion, after which they adjourned the 
session until2 p.m

representatives of Santa Monica, .Re- 
dondo and San Pedro crowding in, 
anxious to further their respective 
causes and offer evidence which. might 
tend to strengthen each and every 
claim presented for the coveted break- 
waterand Government assistance in 
the establishing of the deep-sea harbor.

SANTA MONICA’S CLAIM CONTINUED. 

_ Mr, Wells announcéd that the case of 
Santa Monica would be continued, and 
Judge Carpenter called for Mr. Fisher, 
of the Santa Monica Outlook, fot re- 
marks, but as that gentleman could add 
nothing what -had already 
stated, Mr. Monroe, of Wells, Monroe 
& Lee, representing Jones and Baker, 
took the platform and ofitlined the 
amount of land owned by the Southern 
Pacific Company, to prove that there 
was still sufficient for other railroads to 
enter and gain water frontage. 

Attorney A. M. Stephens questioned 
Mr. Monroe’s statements, but elicited 
nothing that’ had not already been 
brought out.

SOUTH PASADENA CITIZENS INDIGNANT. 

A few days ago the people of South Pasa- 
dena were much surprised to learn that 
the Santa Fé road proposed to dispense with 
its agent there ard make the placea flag 
station. Yesterday evening a public indig- 
nation meeting was held at the Public Li- 
brary to protest against such action. 

A majority of the representative citizens 
P were present, including the members of 
the City Council. Elias Longley was chosen 
chairman and Homer Earle acted as sccre- 
tary. The room was crowded to its full 
capacity and all present acted as if they 
meant business. 

Aiter the object of the meeting had been 
stated Mr. Dougherty read the deed of the 
tand occupied by the station and adjacent 
yc as made over tothe Los Angeles 

nd San Gabriel Valley Ratlroad, which 
was afterward assigned to the Santa Fé, 
[t provides in part that the company shall-} 
‘“‘maintain and operate’’a station at this 
point. It was argued that a local agent is 
necessary to fulfill the provisions of this 
clause. 

Mr. Longley read a statement, which 
showed that the road's receipts from this 
point during the “ened ending September 1, 
1892, exceeded those of the previous year 
by the sum of $1079.67. After the matter 
had been informally discussed a committee 
composed of E. Longley, B. S. Eaton, E. H. 
Rust and Mr. Earle, was appointed to call 
upon the Santa Fé’s officials to see if some 
satisfactory arrangement cannot be made. 
The committee will go to Los- Angeles this 
morning for that purpose. 

The matter has stirred up considerable 
feeling in the town. The closing of the 
Station, it-is claimed, will prove detri- 
nental to the public's interests in more 
ways than one. Aside from the inconveni- 
ence of not being able to purchage tickets 
at the station, those shipping goods by 
freight will be placed at a disadvantage. 
Telegraph and express facilities will also 
be practically cut off. The fact was 
brought out at the meeting that the town 
is steadily growing, which the citizens 
think should entitle them to some consider- 
ation on the part of the railroad company. 
Another objection raised to making it a flag 
Station is that there are sharp curves on 
either side of the station, which will make 
it dificult to stop a train for passengers un- 
less it is under ful) control. . 

Itis understood that the new arrange- 
ment is to go into effect inside of a few days.

BIG WATER SUIT. 

The case of the San Diego Water Com- 
pany vs. the San Diego Flume Company is 
on trial before Judge Torrance.

These efforts re- 
sulted in Bidwell's filing with the board an 
affidavit charging Dr. Keating with drunk- 
enness while in the discharge of his duties, 
with having stolen $7 from the dead body 
of an inmate of the asylum, and with hav- 
ing hired a hack for his personal use and 
charging the expense of it to the county. 
The investigation of these charges has pro- 
ceeded for two days and nothing in them 
have been proved against Dr. Keating.

There are many 
heavy taxpayers who strongly favor the 
project, and hope to make it an issue at 
the nextelection. It would only raise the 
tax rate say to 95 cents at the highest, 
which is a very iow rate, and with the best 
of water and a good sewer system Pomona 
would indeed present weighty reasons why 
Eastern people should settle among us, and 
the health of the city would be guaranteed.
